PER-ANB ENTITLEMENTS. (1) BEGINNING IN 2004, THE SUPERINTENDENT OF PUBLIC INSTRUCTION SHALL BY OCTOBER24

1 OF EACH EVEN-NUMBERED YEAR CALCULATE THE INFLATION FACTORS FOR THE ENSUING BIENNIUM AS FOLLOWS:25

(A)  FOR THE FIRST FISCAL YEAR OF THE ENSUING BIENNIUM, DIVIDE THE CONSUMER PRICE INDEX FOR JULY OF26

THE PRIOR CALENDAR YEAR BY THE CONSUMER PRICE INDEX FOR JULY OF THE YEAR PRIOR TO THE PRIOR CALENDAR27

YEAR; AND28

(B)  FOR THE SECOND FISCAL YEAR OF THE ENSUING BIENNIUM, DIVIDE THE CONSUMER PRICE INDEX FOR JULY29

OF THE CURRENT CALENDAR YEAR BY THE CONSUMER PRICE INDEX FOR JULY OF THE PRIOR CALENDAR YEAR.30
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(2)  FOR THE PURPOSES OF THIS SECTION, "CONSUMER PRICE INDEX" MEANS THE CONSUMER PRICE INDEX, U.S.1

CITY AVERAGE, ALL URBAN CONSUMERS, FOR ALL ITEMS, USING THE 1982-84 BASE OF 100, AS PUBLISHED BY THE BUREAU2

OF LABOR STATISTICS OF THE U.S. DEPARTMENT OF LABOR.3

1 OF EACH EVEN-NUMBERED YEAR CALCULATE THE INFLATION FACTORS FOR THE ENSUING BIENNIUM AS FOLLOWS:7

(A)  FOR THE FIRST FISCAL YEAR OF THE ENSUING BIENNIUM, DIVIDE THE CONSUMER PRICE INDEX FOR JULY OF8

(2)  FOR THE PURPOSES OF THIS SECTION, "CONSUMER PRICE INDEX" MEANS THE CONSUMER PRICE INDEX, U.S.13

CITY AVERAGE, ALL URBAN CONSUMERS, FOR ALL ITEMS, USING THE 1982-84 BASE OF 100, AS PUBLISHED BY THE BUREAU14

Section 2.  Section 20-9-306, MCA, is amended to read:17

"20-9-306.  Definitions. As used in this title, unless the context clearly indicates otherwise, the following18

definitions apply:19

(1)  "BASE" means base amount for school equity.20

(2)  "BASE aid" means:21

(a)  direct state aid for 44.7% of the basic entitlement and 44.7% of the total per-ANB entitlement for the22

general fund budget of a district; and23

(b)  guaranteed tax base aid for an eligible district for any amount up to 35.3% of the basic entitlement,24

up to 35.3% of the total per-ANB entitlement budgeted in the general fund budget of a district, and up to 40%25

of the special education allowable cost payment.26

(3)  "BASE budget" means the minimum general fund budget of a district, which includes 80% of the27

basic entitlement, 80% of the total per-ANB entitlement, and up to 140% of the special education allowable cost28

payment.29

(4)  "BASE budget levy" means the district levy in support of the BASE budget of a district, which may30
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be supplemented by guaranteed tax base aid if the district is eligible under the provisions of 20-9-366 through1

20-9-369.2

(5)  "BASE funding program" means the state program for the equitable distribution of the state's share3

of the cost of Montana's basic system of public elementary schools and high schools, through county4

equalization aid as provided in 20-9-331 and 20-9-333 and state equalization aid as provided in 20-9-343, in5

support of the BASE budgets of districts and special education allowable cost payments as provided in 20-9-321.6

(6)  "Basic entitlement" means:7

(a)  $213,819 $218,095 for each high school district;8

(b)  $19,244 $19,629 for each elementary school district or K-12 district elementary program without an9

approved and accredited junior high school or middle school; and10

(c)  the prorated entitlement for each elementary school district or K-12 district elementary program with11

an approved and accredited junior high school or middle school, calculated as follows:12

(i)  $19,244 $19,629 times the ratio of the ANB for kindergarten through grade 6 to the total ANB of13

kindergarten through grade 8; plus14

(ii) $213,819 $218,095 times the ratio of the ANB for grades 7 and 8 to the total ANB of kindergarten15

through grade 8.16

(7)  "Direct state aid" means 44.7% of the basic entitlement and 44.7% of the total per-ANB entitlement17

for the general fund budget of a district and funded with state and county equalization aid.18

(8)  "Maximum general fund budget" means a district's general fund budget amount calculated from the19

basic entitlement for the district, the total per-ANB entitlement for the district, and the greater of:20

(a)  175% of special education allowable cost payments; or21

(b)  the ratio, expressed as a percentage, of the district's special education allowable cost expenditures22

to the district's special education allowable cost payment for the fiscal year that is 2 years previous, with a23

maximum allowable ratio of 200%.24

(9)  "Over-BASE budget levy" means the district levy in support of any general fund amount budgeted25

that is above the BASE budget and below the maximum general fund budget for a district.26

(10) "Total per-ANB entitlement" means the district entitlement resulting from the following calculations,27

USING THE GREATER OF THE CURRENT YEAR ANB OR 92% OF THE PRIOR YEAR ANB:28

(a)  for a high school district or a K-12 district high school program, a maximum rate of $5,205 $5,30929

for the first ANB is decreased at the rate of 50 cents per ANB for each additional ANB of the district up through30
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800 ANB, with each ANB in excess of 800 receiving the same amount of entitlement as the 800th ANB;1

(b)  for an elementary school district or a K-12 district elementary program without an approved and2

accredited junior high school or middle school, a maximum rate of $3,906 $3,984 for the first ANB is decreased3

at the rate of 20 cents per ANB for each additional ANB of the district up through 1,000 ANB, with each ANB in4

excess of 1,000 receiving the same amount of entitlement as the 1,000th ANB; and5

(c)  for an elementary school district or a K-12 district elementary program with an approved and6

accredited junior high school or middle school, the sum of:7

(i)  a maximum rate of $3,906 $3,984 for the first ANB for kindergarten through grade 6 is decreased8

at the rate of 20 cents per ANB for each additional ANB up through 1,000 ANB, with each ANB in excess of9

1,000 receiving the same amount of entitlement as the 1,000th ANB; and10

(ii) a maximum rate of $5,205 $5,309 for the first ANB for grades 7 and 8 is decreased at the rate of 5011

cents per ANB for each additional ANB for grades 7 and 8 up through 800 ANB, with each ANB in excess of 80012

receiving the same amount of entitlement as the 800th ANB."13

(6)  "Basic entitlement" means:5

(a)  $213,819 $220,276 for each high school district;6

(b)  $19,244 $19,825 for each elementary school district or K-12 district elementary program without an7

approved and accredited junior high school or middle school; and8

(c)  the prorated entitlement for each elementary school district or K-12 district elementary program with9

an approved and accredited junior high school or middle school, calculated as follows:10

(i)  $19,244 $19,825 times the ratio of the ANB for kindergarten through grade 6 to the total ANB of11

kindergarten through grade 8; plus12

(ii) $213,819 $220,276 times the ratio of the ANB for grades 7 and 8 to the total ANB of kindergarten13

through grade 8.14

(7)  "Direct state aid" means 44.7% of the basic entitlement and 44.7% of the total per-ANB entitlement15

for the general fund budget of a district and funded with state and county equalization aid.16

(8)  "Maximum general fund budget" means a district's general fund budget amount calculated from the17

basic entitlement for the district, the total per-ANB entitlement for the district, and the greater of:18

(a)  175% of special education allowable cost payments; or19

(b)  the ratio, expressed as a percentage, of the district's special education allowable cost expenditures20

to the district's special education allowable cost payment for the fiscal year that is 2 years previous, with a21

maximum allowable ratio of 200%.22

(9)  "Over-BASE budget levy" means the district levy in support of any general fund amount budgeted23

that is above the BASE budget and below the maximum general fund budget for a district.24

(10) "Total per-ANB entitlement" means the district entitlement resulting from the following calculations,25

(a)  for a high school district or a K-12 district high school program, a maximum rate of $5,205 $5,36227

for the first ANB is decreased at the rate of 50 cents per ANB for each additional ANB of the district up through28

800 ANB, with each ANB in excess of 800 receiving the same amount of entitlement as the 800th ANB;29

(b)  for an elementary school district or a K-12 district elementary program without an approved and30
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accredited junior high school or middle school, a maximum rate of $3,906 $4,024 for the first ANB is decreased1

at the rate of 20 cents per ANB for each additional ANB of the district up through 1,000 ANB, with each ANB in2

excess of 1,000 receiving the same amount of entitlement as the 1,000th ANB; and3

(c)  for an elementary school district or a K-12 district elementary program with an approved and4

accredited junior high school or middle school, the sum of:5

(i)  a maximum rate of $3,906 $4,024 for the first ANB for kindergarten through grade 6 is decreased6

at the rate of 20 cents per ANB for each additional ANB up through 1,000 ANB, with each ANB in excess of7

1,000 receiving the same amount of entitlement as the 1,000th ANB; and8

(ii) a maximum rate of $5,205 $5,362 for the first ANB for grades 7 and 8 is decreased at the rate of 509

cents per ANB for each additional ANB for grades 7 and 8 up through 800 ANB, with each ANB in excess of 80010

receiving the same amount of entitlement as the 800th ANB."11

Section 4.  Section 20-9-501, MCA, is amended to read:13

"20-9-501.  Retirement costs and retirement fund. (1) The trustees of a district or the management14

board of a special education cooperative employing personnel who are members of the teachers' retirement15

system or the public employees' retirement system or who are covered by unemployment insurance or who are16

covered by any federal social security system requiring employer contributions shall establish a retirement fund17

for the purposes of budgeting and paying the employer's contributions to the systems as provided in subsection18

(2)(a). The district's or the cooperative's contribution for each employee who is a member of the teachers'19

retirement system must be calculated in accordance with Title 19, chapter 20, part 6. The district's or the20

cooperative's contribution for each employee who is a member of the public employees' retirement system must21

be calculated in accordance with 19-3-316. The district's or the cooperative's contributions for each employee22

covered by any federal social security system must be paid in accordance with federal law and regulation. The23

district's or the cooperative's contribution for each employee who is covered by unemployment insurance must24

be paid in accordance with Title 39, chapter 51, part 11.25

(2)  (a) The district or the cooperative shall pay the employer's contributions to the retirement, federal26

social security, and unemployment insurance systems from the retirement fund for the following:27

(i)  a district employee whose salary and benefits are IS AND HEALTH-RELATED BENEFITS, IF ANY28

HEALTH-RELATED BENEFITS ARE PROVIDED TO THE EMPLOYEE, ARE paid from the district's general fund STATE OR29

LOCAL FUNDING SOURCES; and30
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(ii) a cooperative employee whose salary and benefits are IS AND HEALTH -RELATED BENEFITS, IF ANY1

HEALTH-RELATED BENEFITS ARE PROVIDED TO THE EMPLOYEE, ARE paid from the cooperative's interlocal agreement2

fund IF THE FUND IS SUPPORTED SOLELY FROM DISTRICTS' GENERAL FUNDS AND STATE SPECIAL EDUCATION ALLOWABLE3

COST PAYMENTS PURSUANT TO 20-9-321; AND4

(III) A DISTRICT EMPLOYEE WHOSE SALARY IS AND HEALTH-RELATED BENEFITS, IF ANY HEALTH-RELATED BENEFITS5

ARE PROVIDED TO THE EMPLOYEE, ARE PAID FROM THE DISTRICT'S SCHOOL FOOD SERVICES FUND PROVIDED FOR IN6

20-10-204.7

(b)  For an employee whose salary and benefits are not paid from the general RETIREMENT fund or the8

interlocal agreement fund, the district or the cooperative shall pay the employer's contributions to the retirement,9

federal social security, and unemployment insurance systems from the fund FUNDING SOURCE that pays the10

employee's salary and benefits.11

(2)(3)  The trustees of a district required to make a contribution to a system referred to in subsection (1)12

shall include in the retirement fund of the final budget the estimated amount of the employer's contribution. After13

the final retirement fund budget has been adopted, the trustees shall pay the employer contributions to the14

systems in accordance with the financial administration provisions of this title.15

(3)(4)  When the final retirement fund budget has been adopted, the county superintendent shall16

establish the levy requirement by:17

(a)  determining the sum of the money available to reduce the retirement fund levy requirement by18

adding:19

(i)  any anticipated money that may be realized in the retirement fund during the ensuing school fiscal20

year;21

(ii) oil and natural gas production taxes;22

(iii) coal gross proceeds taxes under 15-23-703;23

(iv) countywide school retirement block grants distributed under section 245, Chapter 574, Laws of 2001;24

(v)  any fund balance available for reappropriation as determined by subtracting the amount of the25

end-of-the-year fund balance earmarked as the retirement fund operating reserve for the ensuing school fiscal26

year by the trustees from the end-of-the-year fund balance in the retirement fund. The retirement fund operating27

reserve may not be more than 35% of the final retirement fund budget for the ensuing school fiscal year and28

must be used for the purpose of paying retirement fund warrants issued by the district under the final retirement29

fund budget.30
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(vi) any other revenue anticipated that may be realized in the retirement fund during the ensuing school1

fiscal year, excluding any guaranteed tax base aid.2

(b)  notwithstanding the provisions of subsection (8) (9), subtracting the money available for reduction3

of the levy requirement, as determined in subsection (3)(a) (4)(a), from the budgeted amount for expenditures4

in the final retirement fund budget.5

(4)(5)  The county superintendent shall:6

(a)  total the net retirement fund levy requirements separately for all elementary school districts, all high7

school districts, and all community college districts of the county, including any prorated joint district or special8

education cooperative agreement levy requirements; and9

(b)  report each levy requirement to the county commissioners on the fourth Monday of August as the10

respective county levy requirements for elementary district, high school district, and community college district11

retirement funds.12

(5)(6)  The county commissioners shall fix and set the county levy or district levy in accordance with13

20-9-142.14

(6)(7)  The net retirement fund levy requirement for a joint elementary district or a joint high school15

district must be prorated to each county in which a part of the district is located in the same proportion as the16

district ANB of the joint district is distributed by pupil residence in each county. The county superintendents of17

the counties affected shall jointly determine the net retirement fund levy requirement for each county as provided18

in 20-9-151.19

(7)(8)  The net retirement fund levy requirement for districts that are members of special education20

cooperative agreements must be prorated to each county in which the district is located in the same proportion21

as the special education cooperative budget is prorated to the member school districts. The county22

superintendents of the counties affected shall jointly determine the net retirement fund levy requirement for each23

county in the same manner as provided in 20-9-151, and the county commissioners shall fix and levy the net24

retirement fund levy for each county in the same manner as provided in 20-9-152.25

(8)(9)  The county superintendent shall calculate the number of mills to be levied on the taxable property26

in the county to finance the retirement fund net levy requirement by dividing the amount determined in27

subsection (4)(a) (5)(a) by the sum of:28

(a)  the amount of guaranteed tax base aid that the county will receive for each mill levied, as certified29

by the superintendent of public instruction; and30

(9)(10)  The levy for a community college district may be applied only to property within the district."2

Section 4.  Section 20-9-703, MCA, is amended to read:4

"20-9-703.  District as prime agency. (1) When the prime agency is a district, it is authorized and5

required to establish a nonbudgeted interlocal cooperative fund for the purpose of the financial administration6

of the interlocal cooperative agreement. All revenues received, including federal, state, or other types of grant7

payments in direct support of the agreement and the financial support provided by cooperating agencies, shall8

be deposited in such fund. All financial Financial support of the agreement contributed by a district designated9

as the prime agency or by a cooperative agency may be transferred to the interlocal cooperative fund only from10

any fund maintained by such district by resolution of the trustees a district general fund or the state special11

education general fund appropriation. Any such transfer to the interlocal cooperative fund shall must be used12

to finance those expenditures under the agreement which that are comparable to those that are permitted by13

law to be made out of the fund from which the transfer was made and which are within the final budget for the14

fund from which the transfer was made the district general fund. No A transfer shall may not be made into the15

interlocal cooperative fund from the miscellaneous federal programs fund or from any other district fund without16

the express approval of the superintendent of public instruction.17

(2)  All expenditures in support of the interlocal cooperative agreement shall must be made from the18

interlocal cooperative fund or any other fund provided for in 20-7-457(5) that is established by the district which19

that is the prime agency, except that expenditures in support of such agreement may be made from the20

miscellaneous federal programs fund when the express approval of the superintendent of public instruction is21

given."22
